ARAB BOYCOTT 


Ambassador's Statement

JERUSALEM 

The British Ambassador to Israel. 
Mr. Patrick Hancock, declared in Tel 
Aviv this weck that the British 
Government “did not condone the 
Arab boycott of Israel.” adding that 
trade figures for 1959 reflected the 
feelings of the British people. 

He told the Anglo-Israel Chamber 
of Commerce that trade between the 
two countries. last year amounted to 
£18 million sterling—aimost double 
the amount in 1958. 

Expressing the hope that trade 
would increase still further during the 
current vear, the Ambassador said the 
United Kingdom market was open to 
Israeli. goods, and pleaded for the 
liberalisation of foreign currency and 
import licensing in connection with 
British goods. 

Dr. Y. Arnon, Director-General of 
the Ministry of Finance. called on 
British firms to put. up “a dignified 
Struggle against any pressure on 
them to stop trading with Israel.

POLISH JEWS 
PROTEST

A strong protest against the parti- 
cipation of Jewish leaders im the 
wreath-laying ceremony at the 
Bergen-Belsen memorial earher this 
month was issued by the Executive 
Council of the Social and Cultural 


Union of Polish Jews m Warsaw. 


The protest was published on the 
front page of the newspaper “ Folks- 
Sztvme.” It expresses “the deepest 
anger” at the fact that at a moment 
when Jewish communities the world 
over suffered shock at the revival of 
the swastika campaign, represenatives 
“of a number of reactionary Zionist 
organisations within the Claims Con- 
ference took it upon themselves to 
whitewash the Federal Government 
in Bonn—the Globkes, Schréders, 
and Oberlanders—of their responsi- 
bility for the antisemitic excesses.” 

The protest describes the ceremony 
as a masquerade and accuses Dr. 
Nahum Goldmann of having orga- 
nised this together with the German 
Chancellor merely in order to mislead 
public opinion.

As the Institute for Jewish Studies. 
which was transferred from Man- 
chester to London after the departure 
of its founder and Director, Rabbi 
Dr. A. Altmann, for the United 
States, settles down under the wing 
of University College, its character 
is undergoing a change. 

The Research Director of the 
Institute. Dr. J. G. Weiss. hopes that 
the growing acceptance of the 
Institute by non- Jewish scholars, com- 
bined with a rise in its academic 
standards, will in time enable the 
Institute to become a formally 
recognised part of the college. 

Ihe Institute exists for the purpose 
of research in all branches of 
Jewish learning. It has no teach- 
ing commitments and is‘ uncon- 
nected with any, particular trend in 
contemporary Judaism, Apart from 
the Research Director, the, academic 

Staff consists at present of five paid 


research fellows: but there is a plan 
to establish visiting research fellow- 
ships for scholars from overseas, 


primarily Israeli or American, who 
would stay with the Institute for one 
year. and the results of whose work 
would be published g under the 
auspices of the Institute. 

Another plan concerns the 
tute’s publications. In 
contributing (together with other 
organisations) to the Journal of 
Jewish Studies (published by Jewlsh 
Chronicle Publications), which 
appears twice a year. the Institute has 
also brought out (with the co-opera- 
tion of Oxford University Press) two 
volumes of its Scripta judaica: a

The man whose plumpish face 


became one of the best-Known in 
the United States—his television 
audience on November 1, 1956, 
when he was cross-examined on 
the Sinai action, was estimated at 
30,000,000-—first gazed the 
wider world in South Africa.

brought him to London, where she 
remarried, and as Alida Eban 
found employment as secretary to 
Nahum Sokolow. Aubrey. as he 
then was, spoke Hebrew as fluently 
as English when he came to attend 
St. Olave’s school in Bermondsey.

Hope for Shipping Link —

The hope that the establishment in 
the near future of a direct shipping 
ink between Elath and Ceylon, 
would lead towards: the strengthening 
and development of Ceylon-Israel 
trade was expressed by Mr. Nathaniel 
Lorch, Israel's Chargé d Affaires in 
Ceylon, in an interview in Colombo. 

Mr. Lorch pointed out that the 
first shipment of Israeli potash, tyres, 
textiles, and fruit juices had already 
used the new route. He stated: “] 
am most optimistic about future trade 
possibilities between oul two 
countries.” He added that the Ceylon 
Government was still protesting 
vigorously to the Egyptian authorities 
about the confiscation in the Suez 
Canal of Israeli gL00ds destined for 
Ceylon, aboard the Kapctan Manolis. 
which had been seized by the 
Egyptians. 

Since Mr. Lorch’s arrival in Ceylon 
in 1958 political relations have 
become warm and friendly. In the 
last two years many Sinhalese per- 
sonalities have visited Israel and 
returned with excellent impressions 
of the country. A number of 
Labour leaders participated in the 
recent Histadrut Seminar, and a 
group of twelve schoolteachers toured 
the country as guests of Israel's 
Ministry of Education. 

During his service in Ceylon, Mr. 
Lorch has carried out some interest- 
ing historical research on the Jews 
who have lived on the island. 
Sinhalese history makes no reference 
to Jews after the eleventh century ; in 
fact all foreigners are bracketed 
together and called “ Yavanim.” 
which is the Hebrew term for 
Greeks. However. it is recorded that 
Jews were among the pearl fishermen 
who went to the island in the six- 
teenth century.. is stated that 
special food was prepared for them. 


Embassy in Paris, is to go to Dakar

German and mn othe: 
countries, tor his dismissal As a 
result of these demands. duc to 
aliegatioass that Dr. Oberlander 
was involved in the notorrous Lvov 
pogrom, the Parliamentary Group 
of the Christian Democratic Party 
in Germany appointed a committce 
to imvestigate his past. But while 
Dr. Oberlander’s actual connection 
with this termble massacre may 
still be m doubt. his Past as an 
implacabla and vehement Nazi is 
no longer denied. There is ample 
proot of his réle as Liaison Officer 
for the German Military authorities 
with the Ukrainian Nationalist 
gangs who were actively engaged in 
the Lvov exccutions. Not even Dr 
Oberlander has ever been able to 
deny what he wrote on the eve of 
the war and later about the Ger- 
man mission in the East. about the 
‘purtty of Nordic blood, or his 
justification of the use of Jewish 
slave labour in Poland. 


Having collected and presented 
an analysis of the antisemitic 
incidents, the German Government 
should now draw the necessary 
conclusions. One initial § step 
would be to dismiss from. their 
high posts all those tainted with the 
Nazi past whose presence is a con- 
stant insult to democracy. Quite 
apart from the findings of the 
investigation committce of Dr 
Oberiander’s part in the Lvov 
pogrom, his Nazi past alone con- 
desjyns him and should disqualify 
hag from an any office in Dr.

BORDER TROUBLES 


THe reported findings of the 
Svrian-Israel Mixed Armistice 
( ommussion on the recent incidents 
in the demiulitansed zone do. not 
bear scrutiny The Israelis have 
long since given up attending the 
Commussions Meetings owing 
the U.N. Truce Supervision O: gani- 
sation’s inability or unwillingness 
to make the Syrians (now. the 
Northern region of the U.A.R.) 
respect the armistice agreement 
The Commission, 19 turn, has 
acquiesced in encroachments on 
Isracli sovereignty by the Arabs in 
the page Zone and has 
inposed a torn of mixed 
Arab sovereig! ior in flagrant contra- 
diction to the armistice agreement. 
Ihe Commission's report 
making a clear pronouncement on 
the queslion of sovel cignty, but 
makes a number of statements which 
can only be taken to imply a denial 
of Israeli sovereignty. For example, 
the Commissions report — that 
they found no fortifications, only 
‘a. trench dug round and 
strengthened by barbed wire,” is 
based. on unacceptable assump- 
tions. The zone being Israeli terri- 
tory, then even barbed wire and 
trenches represent an encroach- 
ment, and it was the U.N.’s duty 
to evict those who had introduced 
them. Their failure to do so after 
repeated Israeli requests left the 
Israelis no alternative but to do it 
themselves. Moreover, their state- 
ment that “Arabs have the right 


avoids 


to cultivate parts of the demili- 
tartsed zone” is designed to mis- 
lead. The rights of the Arab 


minority in Israel are the concern 
of the Israeli Government. and 
neither the U.N. Charter nor any 
of its decisions make it into a 
protector of Israeli Arabs. The 
U.N. Commission's apparent con- 
cern for the rights of Arab culti- 
vators of indeterminate nationality 
is being used aS a screen to give 
the U.A.R. a toe-hold in the area. 
in contravention of the 1949 
armistice agreements. The U.N. 
has proved itself unable or unwill- 
ing to defend Israels legitimate 
interests in the Suez Canal and on 
Israel's borders alike. It should be 
the concern of all U.N. members 
to ensure that in the latter case 
the U.N. should not be used as a 
screen for further Arab aggression.

At such times such sessions 
are treated by reporters as confiden- 
tial and correctly so, but it would 
appear that having found a loophole 
the trend is that now the majority 
of sessions are in camera. 

1 wonder how effective a written 
protest expressing the deplorable 
tactics of some. Jewish leaders in 
excluding the Jewish Press really is. 
Perhaps the time has come for some 
more decisive action by Jewish pub- 
lications ignoring Jewish leader- 
ship and printing the news regardless 
of their views that it is “off the 
record, in camera, or what have 
vou. As noted in your leader: “It 
is hard to keep secrets from. the 
Press. . . . and its discovery and 
publication a comparative easy task 
to accomplish. But simply because 
we are responsible individuals we 
“play ball” with the leaders and 
now many of them are taking full 
advantage of this fact. Reverse 
tactics perhaps should now be the 
order of the day by the Jewish Press 
until the -principle of the full free-

But under the proportional 
representation system they have 
been able to hold the balance be- 


tween contending groups. They 
have used this strategic position 


and the support they enjoyed trom 
sections of Diaspora Jewry skil- 
fully enough, not only to obtain 
concessions on. feligious matters. 
but also to acquire funds and 
sources of patronage and employ- 
ment which they have then used 
for the further buttressing of their 
political power. 


Building up Power 
Whereas the Agudist parties 


have remained more traditionally 
minded, and still depend largely 


on ideologically motivated sup- 
port from diehard Ashkenazi 
circles, the N.R.P. has matched 


the left-wing parties in building up 
politico-economic power bases. It 
owns economic enterprises and 
agricultural settkements, and con- 
trols—or _controlled—the State- 
Religious educational network, 
Ministries, Jewish Agency Depart- 
ments, and Municipal offices, and 
the Chief Rabbinate. 

These holdings form the nucleus 
of a large periphery of dependent 
supporters, including _ teachers, 
rabbis—particularly in immigrant 
communities dependent on the 
Religious Ministry and other 
N.R.P.-controlled bodies for their 
budget—white-collar and manual 
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workers in. N.R.P.-owned. or con- 
trolied offices and enterprises, and 
housing-estate residents and 
cultural settlers. The periphery, 
in turn, plays an important part in 
winning the N.R.P. its share of the 
floating vote, particularly among 
Oriental immigrants 

The disadvantage of this arrange- 


ment lies in tts vulnerability to 
pressure by whoever contro!'s the 
main politico-economic levers of 
power in the State. 


Hostile Camps 


The Religious Ministry, which 
was virtually an extension of the 
N.R.P.. and the Ashkenazi rab- 


hinate were a financial corner-stone 
of this structure. But the N.R.P.'s 
use of them for political purposes 


had created a hostile camp of 
“have-nots,” both among the 


Sephardi-Oriental rabbis, who felt 
discriminated against, and the 
Agudists, who were left out tn the 
cold. Rabbi Moshe Toledano, the 
septuagenarian Sephardi Chief 
Rabbi of Tel Aviv, whom. Ben- 


Gurion appointed Minister after 
Moshe Shapiro resigned, demon- 
strated the situation’s political 
potentialities. He set about raising 


the income and status of Sephardi- 
Oriental rabbis, particularly in 
immigrant communities where they 
had subsisted on a pittance, and 
expended money on _ building, 
repairing, and equipping _ their 
synagogues and strengthening com- 
munal activity. The credit for these 


changes was utilised for Mapai’s. 


election campaign. Toledano 
helped Mapai to organise election 
rallies. of rabbis and gabbaim— 
mainly but not éntirely Sephardim 
—where Ben-Gurion, Shazar, Peres. 
and others addressed themselves to 
the religious voter as such. Rabbi 


Toledano apenly attacked the 
N.R:P.’s use of the Religious 
Ministry to benefit its supporters 
and to discriminate against Sephar- 
dim, and promised further help fo: 
Sephardi rabbis and communities 
both from his Mintstry and from 
the formerly dormant Hhistadrut 
Department. for Religious Needs, 
which is now being activated as a 


link between Mapai and _ the 
religious public 
Preliminary successes have con- 


vinced Mapai that the method ts 
fruitful and can win votes not only 
from the clericalists but also from 
Cherut, the extreme _ left-wing 
parties, and the large reservoir of 
non-voters, who account for a filth 
of the — electorate. Toledano, 
whose appointment was originally a 
temporary expedient, has become 
a key figure in the furtherance of 
their campaign, and far-reaching 
changes in the Religious Ministry 
are being mooted. These develop- 
ments have evoked a favourable 
echo among the Orientals, who 
would prefer to remain on the 
right side of both State and syna- 
gogue, and though they are keen 
on strengthening their own syna- 
gogue life and ensuring that ther 
sons are brought up piously, they 
are less attracted by the idea of 
imposing external religious prac- 
tices on the whole nation, which 
looms targe in the clericalist pro- 
gramme. 


Fight for Rabbinate 
Ably seconded by Rabbi Tole- 
dano, Ben-Gurion is now out to

Paying the Price 
These developments might have 
been expected Mapai is now 


the “ Establishment,” increasingly 
playing down its old anti-authort- 


tarian symbols—socitalism, agnos-

to investigate his rast. But while 
Dr. Oberlander’s actual) connection 
with this terrible massacre ma\

implacable and vehement Nazi is 
no longer demied. There is ample 
proot of his role as Liatson Officer 
for the German Military authorities 
with the Ukrainian § Nationalist 
gangs who were actively engaged in 
the Lvov exccutions. Not even Dr. 
Oberlander has ever been able to 
deny what he wrote on the eve of 
the war and later about the Ger- 
man mussion in the East. about the 
purity of Nordic blood, or his 
justification of the use of Jewish 
slave labour in Poland. 

Having collected and presented 
an analysis of the antisemitic 
incidents, the German Government 


should now draw the necessary 
conclusions.

BORDER TROUBLES 


THe reported findings of the 
Syrtan-lsraels Mixed Armistice 
Commission on the recent incidents 
in the demulitarised zone do not 
bear scrutiny. The Israelis have 
long since given up altending the 
Commission's meetings owing to 
the U.N. Truce Supervision Organi- 
sation’s inability or unwillingness 
to make the Syrians (now the 
Northern region of the U.A R.) 
respect the armistice agreement 
The Commission, 19 turn, has 
acquiesced in encroachmenis on 
Isracli sovereignty by the Arabs in 
the demiulitarised zone and has 
imposed a form of mixed U.N.- 
Arab sovereignty in flagrant contra- 
diction to the armistice agreement. 
The Commussions report 
making a clear pronouncement on 
the question of sovereignty, but 
makes a number of statements which 
can only be taken to imply a denial 
of Israeli sovereignty. For example, 
the Commission’ report — that 
they found no fortifications, only 
“a trench dug round and 
strengthened by barbed wire,” ts 
based on unacceptable assump- 
tions. The zone being Israeli terri- 
tory, then even barbed wire and 
trenches represent an encroach- 
ment, and it was the U.N.’s duty 
to evict those who had introduced 
them. Their failure to do so afte: 
repeated Israeli requests left the 
Israelis no alternative but to do it 
themselves. Moreover, their state- 
ment that “Arabs have the right 
to cultivate parts of the demili- 
tarised zone” is designed to mis- 
lead: The rights of the Arab 
minority in Israel are the concern 
of the Israeli Government. and 
neither the U.N. Charter nor any 
of its decisions make it into a 
protector of Israeli Arabs. The 
U.N. Commission's apparent con- 
cern for the rights of Arab culti- 
vators of indeterminate nationality 
is being used as a screen to give 
the U.A.R. a toe-hold in the area. 
in contraventiqn of. the 1949 
armistice agreements: The U.N 
has proved itself unable or unwill- 
ing to defend Israel's legitimate 
interests in the Suez Canal and on 
Israel's borders alike. It should be 
the concern of all U.N. members 
to ensure that in the latter case 
the U.N. should not be used as a 
screen for further Arab aggression.

countries actively promoting its 
principles of benevolence, brotherly 
love, and harmony. In this coun- 
try it came into existence in 1910 
with the foundation of the First 
Lodge of England, which ts now 
celebrating its golden jubilee 
Over the past half century the 
Lodge has considerable achieve- 
ments to its credit.

In later years it took 
the initiative in the promotion of 
many pioneer causes, notably the 
Jewish Communal Centre and the 
Hillel Foundation. True to its 
concepts, the Lodge has always 
rejoiced in including in its fellow- 
ship Jews of all sections of religious 
and political thought. Its leaders 
have included Ashkenazi and 
Sephard:, Orthodox, Reform, and 
Liberal ecclesiastics, and laymen 
of diversified vocations and out- 
looks. The Bai Brith will fulfil 
a real service to Anglo-Jewry if it 
succeeds not merely in advocating 
the spirit of unity and brotherhood 
in our midst, but in applying it. 
Never was there more need for the 
greater practical implementation 
of this spirit than at the present 
time, when religious animosities 


and factional disputes so appall-. 


ingly disturb ihe well-being of the 
community.

Perhaps the time has come for some 
more decisive action by Jewish pub. 
heations in ignoring Jewish leader- 
ship and printing the news regardless 
of their views that it is “off the 
record,” im camera, or what have 
vou. As noted in your leader: “It 
is hard to keep secrets from the 
Press . . . and its discovery and 
publication a comparative easy task 
to accomplish. But simply because 
we are responsible individuals we 
“play ball” with the leaders and 
now many of them are taking full 
advantage of this fact. Reverse 
tactics perhaps should now be the 
order of the day by the Jewish Press 
until the «principle of the full free- 
dom of the Press is appreciated by

But under the proportional 
representation system they have 
been able to hold the balance be- 


tween contending groups. They 
have used this strategic position 


and the support they enjoved trom 
sections. of Diaspora Jewry skil- 
fully enough, not only to obtain 
concessions on religious matters, 
but also to acquire funds and 
sources of patronage and employ- 
ment which they have then used 
for the further buttressing of their 
political power. 


Building up Power 


Whereas the Agudist parties 
have remained more. traditionally 
minded, and still depend largely 
on ideologically motivated sup- 
port from diehard Ashkenazi 
circles, the N.R.P. has matched 
the left-wing parties in building up 
politico-economic power bases. It 
owns economic enterprises and 
agricultural settlements, and con- 
trols—-or controlled—the  Silate- 
Religious educational network, 
Ministries, Jewish Agency Depart- 
ments, and Municipal offices, apd 
the Chief Rabbinate. 

These holdings form the nucleus 
of a large periphery of dependent 
supporters, including teachers, 
rabbis—particularly in immigrant 
communities dependent .on the 
Religious Ministry and other 
N.R.P.-controlled bodies for their 
budget—white-collar and manual

workers in N.R.P.-owned or con- 
trolled .offices and enterprises, and 
housing-estate residents and agri- 
cultural settlers... The periphery, 
in turn, plays an important part in 
winning the N.R.P. its share of the 
floating vote, particularly among 
Oriental immigrants. 

The disadvantage of this arrange- 
ment lies in. its vulnerability to 
pressure by whoever contro!s the 
main politico-economic levers of 
power in the State. 


Hostile Camps 


The Religious Ministry, which 
was virtually an extension of the 
N.R.P., and the Ashkenazi rab- 
binate were a financial corner-stone 
of this structure. But the N.R.P.'s 
use of them for political purposes 
had created a hostile camp of 
“have-nots,” both among the 
Sephardi-Oriental rabbis, who felt 
discriminated against, and the 
Agudists, who were left out tn the 
cold. Rabbi Moshe Toledano, the 
septuagenarian Sephardi Chief 


Rabbi of Tel Aviv, whom. Ben- 
Gurion appointed Minister after 
Moshe Shapiro resigned. demon- 
strated the situation’s political 


potentialities. He set about raising 
the income and status of Sephard- 
Oriental rabbis, particularly in 
immigrant communities where they 
had subsisted on a_ pittance, and 
expended money on _ building, 
repairing, and equipping — their 
synagogues and strengthening com- 
munal activity. The credit for these 
changes was utilised for Mapai’s 
election campaign. Toledano 
helped Mapai to organise election 
rallies of rabbis and gabbaim— 
mainly but not entirely Sephardim 
—where Ben-Gurion, Shazar, Peres, 
and others addressed themselves to 


the religious voter as such. Rabbi 


Toiedano openly attacked the 
N.R.P.'s use of the Religious 
Ministry. to benefit its supporters 
and to discriminate against Sephar- 
dim, and promised further help fo: 
Sephardi rabbis and communities 
both from his: Ministry and from 
the formerly dormant Histadrut 
Department for Religious Needs, 
which is now being activated as a 
link between Mapai the 
religious public 

Preliminary successes have con- 
vinced Mapai that the method is 
fruitful and can win votes not only 
from the clericalists but also from 
Cherut, the extreme left-wing 
parties, and the large reservoir of 
non-voters, who account for a fifth 
of the electorate. Toledano, 
whose appointment was originally a 
temporary expedient, has become 
a key figure in the furtherance of 
their campaign, and far-reaching 
changes in the Religious Ministry 
are being mooted. These develop- 
ments have evoked a favourable 
echo among the Orientals, who 
would prefer to remain on the 
right side of both State and syna- 
gogue, and though they are keen 
on strengthening their own syna- 
gogue life and ensuring that their 
sons are brought up piously, they 
are less attracted by -the idea of 
imposing external religious prac- 
tices on the whole nation, which 
looms large in the clericalist pro- 
gramme. 


Fight for Rabbinate 


Ably seconded by Rabbi Tole- 
dano, Ben-Gurion is now out to 
wrest the Ashkenazi Rabbinate 
from the hands of the N.R.P. The 
N.R.P. is fighting back, but its 
position is weak. It cannot claim 
to speak for more than a minority 
of observant Jews.

against the N.R.P. in particular. 


Paying the Price 


These developments might have 
been expected. Mapai is now 
the “ Establishment,” tncreasingly 
playing down tts old anti-authori- 
tarian symbols—-socialism, agnos- 
ticism, and class-struggle — in 
favour of symbols of nationhood 
and authority, like the armed 
forces, the diplomatic service, and 
the professions, as well as trade 
union leadership. Mapai needs the 
help of the religious establishment 
and is prepared to pay the price 


and otherwise. 


The concept of synagogue-State 
relationships to which Ben-Gurion 
appears to be tending ts rather like 
that of the Church of England in 
the nineteenth century-—subordi- 
nate to the Government, identified 
with a particular party, but able 
to exact its guid pro quo in matters 
both spiritual and material. Once 
religion ceases to be the object of 
political struggle between Mapai 
and the clericalist parties, the 
synagogue may become less mili- 
tant, while Mapai may become 
more generous when concessions 
yield it direct political. dividends 
instead of redounding to the credit 
of the clericalist. parties: When 
these questions are negotiated 
more inside the establishment they 


may have a less disruptive effect

The Flowering of Modern Hebrew 


Literature. By M. Risatow. Vision 
Press. 50s. 
In the second half of the nine- 


teenth century the majority of Hebrew 
writers were so pessimistic about the 
future of Hebrew literature that the 
poet Judah Leib Gordon seriously 
feared lest he might be the last 
Hebrew poet, dnd his public the last 
generation of Hebrew readers. It is 
all the more remarkable that the late 
nineteenth and the twentieth centuries 
should have witnessed a revival of 
Hebrew literature on a scale entirely 
without precedent. Both in quality 
and quantity the Hebrew literature 
published during the last seventy 
years is extremely rich and variegated, 
and includes the work of some half 
a dozen authors of a stature which— 
in terms of any major language— 
certainly have commanded world 
recognition. Unfortunately their 
writings can be appreciated only by 
the relatively restricted circles of 
Hebrew readers, with the exception 
of a number of sporadic translations, 
which in any case do not always 
reflect glory on the originals. 


English Appreciation 


From time to time attempts have 
been made to rectify this situation in 
some measure by the publication of 
volumes in English devoted to the 
literary assessment and appreciation 
of this Hebrew renaissance. Uuring 
the last twenty years the subject has 
been treated by M. Waxman in the 
fourth volume of his “A History of 
Jewish Literature,” by S. Halkin in 
“Modern Hebrew Literature,” and 
by R. Wallenrod in “ The Literature 
of Modern Israel.” The volume

for the most part—the best available 
translations, a useful list of ahich ts 
appended in a brbliography The 
volume, therefore, includes a small 
anthology which, apart from the 
quite inadequate excerpts from the 


verse plays of Mattathias Sheham, 
has much to recommend it. In 
addition to the three’ poets—- Bialik 


(two essays), Tschernichowski, and 
Sfineur—and the above-mentioned 
Shoham, a chapter each ts devoted to 
Shimoni, Fichman, Shalom. Hameirt. 
Agnon, and Shoilman. The writings 
of these ten authors have already 
become the classics of Modern 
Hebrew Literature, and represent a 
good cross-section of all that is best 
in the poetry and prose of the first 
half of the twenticth century. 
Ribalow’s strength 
ability to condense a theme or plot, 
and present it in an attractive way 
But his great enthusiasm for Hebvew 
literature blurs his judgment and 
clouds his critical faculty. His pratse 
is so gencrous, his style replete wath 
so many superlatives that he com- 
pletely over-states his case and hence 
fails to convince. The weakness of 
his appreciation is further exageger- 
ated by his looseness of organisation, 
which makes his essays wordy, frag- 
mentary, and unco-ordinated. More 
ruthless editing could have emphasised 
the many interesting statements which 
the essays contain, and greatly 
enhanced their value. The purpose

A Housewife 


wants to know 


LETIER from the heart of 
a young woman who 
describes herself as “an 
inexperienced cook and housewife” 
should, I think, strike a chord 
even jn many of us who are old 
hands.at the game of housekeeping. 

She wants to know what are the 
correct names of the cuts of meat 
a Jewish housewife can buy from 
her butcher, what parts of the 
animal they come from, and what 
are the advisable methods of cook- 
ing them, 

“ While this sort of information 
is easily: available to the Gentile 
housewives from drawings in 
cookery books and charts in shop 
windows, I find that when I seek 
information about kosher cuts of 
meat from Jewish housewives they 
say: “Oh, I just ask for such-and- 
such [mentioning one or two cuts 
only]. I've no idea what parts they 
are.” Many women just go on 
buying the one or two cuts their 
mothers used to buy. I like to 
know just what to order and just 
what I am getting.”

One does not have to travel far 
down memory lane to meet Al Phil- 
lips. For ut is barely nine years since 
the “Aldgate Tiger” hung up his 
gloves after having been feather- 
weight champion of Europe and the 
British Empire.

On Tuesday. the Commission— 
with the Israclis absent—-censured 
Israel for “ flagrant violation” of the 
Armistice Agreement. 

The Commission passed a resolu- 
tion requesting “the Israeli authori- 
ties to destroy and abandon an, 
position of a military character in 
the demilitarised zone™ and to

liable to endanger the status of the 
zone and the right of the Arab 
population in the zone.”
